In Editor & Publisher for July
8, a resume was published, based

‘ipon statistics as of » March 381,

1928, showing that the number of
citles served by only one local
dally newspaper now totalled 937,
A revised check, based on statis-
tics as of July 1, shows that this
number was slightly high and it
included several cities in which
two were

under one ownership. The revised
total shows that 916 are served by
only one daily; that 422 have more
tham one daily, and thet of the 418
citles, 87 are served by two  or
more newspapers under one own-

‘ership and management.

Five years ago' the process. of
reform was well under way. It
began, as a matter of fact, in the
early years of the 1910 decade and
was greatly &ccelemted by the
ecoaomic pressure incidental to the
war. Two years diately after
